Ju dging from the ty pe of qu es­ 
tions asked, say s Mrs. Ru th Trot­ 
ter. director of the Scott Cou nty 
Welfare oflice, there is consider- 
lable misu nderstanding in this area 
I as to ju st what ‘'Old Age Assist­ 
ance” really is. Many aged persons 
! hav e an erroneou s idea old age as­ 
sistance is something they are au to­ 
matically entitled to when they 
reach a certain age and are u nable 
to take care o f themselv es. This is 
j not the case, she say s. 
! 
Under the state law passed back 
m 19 37 and which is the basis of 
Missou ri's program lor fu rnishing 
financial assistance to needy aged 
indiv idu als, each case mu st be in­ 
v estigated by the designated au tho- 
1 rity and decided u pon its own 
I merits. 
The state program, hav ing been 
approv ed by the' Federal Social 
Secu rity Administration, receiv es 
from the U. S. gov ernment a su b- 
j stantial part of the am ou nt paid 
old for assistance to needy persons 
who are 65 y ears old or more and 
who arc prov en eligible for su ch 
assistance u nder the term s of the 
state law. 
No prov ision is m ade for ear­ 
m arking any special tax for pay ­ 
ment of old age assistance and the 
state’s share of the cost is taken 
ou t of the general rev enu e fu nd. 
It is the intent of the state law to 
prov ide, as nearly as possible, an 
amou nt of money , which with his 
other resou rces will prov ide the 
recipient with a reasonable su b­ 
sist ance compatible with decency 
and health. 
Ex amine Each Case 
Each cou nty welfare agency is 
requ ired u nder the law to care­ 
fu lly ex amine each case and take 
into consideration the applicant’s 
earning capacity , if any ; income 
and 
resou rces, 
from 
whatev er 
sou rce receiv ed. 
It a person has had property and 
assigned or transferred it to some 
other person with a v iew to making 
himself eligible for old age assist­ 
ance that person is ineligible or, if 
the applicant owns cash or negoti­ 
able secu rities amou nting to $500 
or more, he cannot be helped. 
II an applicant is an inmate of 
a pu blic institu tion help may be 
giv en temporarily for the pu rpose 
of receiv ing medical or su rgical 
care bu t an inmate may m ake ap­ 
plication f 01 assistance alter leav ­ 
ing the place. 
One section of the state law, 
howev er, states that regardless of 
limitations imposed on applicants 
for assistance, “benefits may be 
pay able to any person u nder the 
law's relating to old age assistance 
if the persons are otherw ise eligible 
if y u ch person owns or posesses 
property of any kind of character 
the v alu e of which as determined 
by the div ision of welfare is not 
in ex cess of $3750, or it married 
and actu ally liv ing with hu sband 
or wife, if the v alu e of his or her 
property or the v alu e of his or her 
interest in property , together with 
that of su ch hu sband and wife, is 
not in ex cess of said am ou nt.” 
Other Requirements 
The other requ irem ents to be 
eligible are: the applicant mu st be 
65 y ears old, or more; be incap- ; 
citated from earning a liv ing and 
is withou t su fficient income or re­ 
sou rces to prov ide a decent, rea- : 
sonable su bsistanco; has resided in j 
Missou ri for fiv e y ears oi more 
within nine y ears immediately pre­ 
ceding the application for help; 
and mu st liv e in the state for a 
y ear after the date of application 
for assistance. 
The first step in seeking assist- 
j 
ance is to go to the cou nty welfare 
j 
office and file an application and ! 
these 
applications 
mu st 
c onta in! 
ev ery bit of information possible. | 
Then a case worker is assigned 
to inv estigate the claims made by 
the applicant. 
If the application is approv ed it 
is certified to the state office and 
the applicant’s name placed on the 
old age assistance rolls for pay ­ 
ment, These pay ments are made 
monthly and mailed directly to the 
applicant. The m ax im u m amou nt 


pay able per month to any person 
is $55 bu t this amou nt is not an 
arbitrary figu re and pay ments may 
be less depending on the findings 
of the inv estigating case worker. 
At least once a y ear, alter hav ing 
been allowed a grant, the recipient 
mu st be re-inv estigated by the 
welfare workers to ascertain whe­ 
ther the assistance is still necessary 
or permissable. 
If a person makes application .for 
assistance, and is denied by the 
local welfare office, the applicant 
has the right to make an appeal 
to the Director of the Department 
oi 
Pu blic 
Health 
and 
Welfare. 
Forms for making su ch appeal will 
be fu rnished by the cou nty welfare 
office. 
The law' of the state also pro­ 
v ides that any person who receiv es 
old ago assistance and later conies 
into possession ot fu nds or prop­ 
erty other than that owned at the 
time the grant was allowed, mu st 
notUy the cou nty welfare office. 
If su ch a declaration is not made 
the state has the right to collect 
from the recipient any money that 
I hav e been sent him, du ring the 
time he was in possession of su ch 
u ndeclared property or income. 
People who m ake false claims in 
attempting to secu re old age as­ 
sistance are liable, if conv icted, 
to a sentence of not more than one 
y ear in the cou nty jail or a fine 
not ex ceeding $1090, or both. 
In a pamphlet titled “A Digest 
of the Old Age Assistance Prov is­ 
ions of the Missou ri Law ” and a 
copy of which may be obtained by 
apply ing to the Scott Cou nty Wel­ 
fare office, the prov isions of the 
law gov erning assistance to the 
aged are clearly set forth.

Farmers now are giving their 
soils the protection of modern 
broad-base terraces, and doing all 
the dirt-moving themselves with 
their regular tractor plows. Thus 
terrace-building becomes just one 
operation in good farming. 


Much attention has been given 
to modern terrace-building w ith 
the moldboard plow by field men 
of the Soil Conservation Service. 
A method they have developed is 
called the Island System because 
plowing starts with an unplowed 
strip or “island” onto which soil 
is moved 
to form the terrace 
ridge. 


These modern moldboard te r­ 
races are not to be confused w ith 
older, narrow er types of terrace 
which

channel or none at all. These are

broad-base 
terraces 
w ith 
wide, shallow water channel and 
gently curving ridge on which 
modern farm machinery is oper­ 
ated without difficulty, and which 
are easy to maintain in regular 
farm ing operations.

Any make of tractor plow m ay 
be used, but it should have plenty 
of clearance between the bottoms 
and below the beams, because of 
the large bulk of soil being moved 
as the terrace nears completion.

A 
fast-stepping tractor hustles the 
job both by its own speed and by 
giving a better throw to the soil. 


Terracing a 5 per cent slope, 
starting w ith a 9-foot island and 
using a plow with two 14-inch 
bottoms, is shown round-by-round 
in the drawing at left. It is taken

The week of June 22-27 was one 
of the heaviest weeks of this ses­ 
sion of Congress, both in hours in 
session and major bills acted upon, 
not to mention the fact that the 
House was in session on Saturday, 
approving the President’s Reorg­ 
anisation Plan No. 6 (Department 
of Defense) and acting on a con­ 
ference report on a major approp­ 
riations bill, as well as other im­ 
portant legislation. 
Most of Monday was given over 
to debate on the bill authorizing 
the gift of up to one million tons 
of surplus wheat to Pakistan, which 
was approved on Tuesday by a 
roll-call vote of 310-75, after the 
House declined to request Pakis­ 
tan to pay the ocean transportation. | 
When the House by a division 
(standing) vote of 84 to 175 de­ 
clined to require Pakistan to pay 
this freight, I voted against the 
bill, and felt justified in so doing 
because under the terms thereof 
the Pakistan government is autho­ 
rized to sell this gift wheat to citi­ 
zens of that country who are able 
to pay, and it is estimated that 
approximately 70 per cent of the 
wheat will be sold (approximate­ 
ly 30 per cent to be given to starv­ 
ing people without funds) and the 
money received therefrom will be 
sufficient, in my opinion, to take 
care of the approximately 20 mil­ 
lion dollars which the transporta- 
tion will cost. The first shipment j 
of, wheat to Pakistan 
left th e ! 
United States Friday, three days 
after passage of the bill in the 
House. 


Farm ers will be pleased to learn 
that the House on Wednesday pass­ 
ed a bill, approved by every farm 
organization, to bar the Interstate 
Commerce Commission from de­ 
claring that trucks in interstate 
commerce may not be leased for 
less than 30 days. This bill, if ap­ 
proved by the Senate, will have 
tbe effect of nullifying an order j 
by the ICC, scheduled to go into j 
effect on September 1, to abolish 
the so-called trip leasing under j 
which a truck may be leased for j 
only one trip. So insignificant was j 
the opposition to this bill that no | 
recorded vote was suggested by 
tbe opponents.

House Thursday by a voice vote, 
after rejecting a recommittal mo­ 
tion designed to reduce from 66 
million to 62 million acres the 
minimum acreage allotment, by a 
division vote of 34 yeas to 116 nays. 
This bill provides for increasing |j 
the statutory minimum acreage al­ 
lotments from 55 million acres to 
66 million acres; liberalizes th e ' j 
small grower exemption by in­

W heat-marketing provisions; estab­ 
lish ey more flexible reserves of 
"ie wheat acreage allotment to 
used in making equitable allot- 
lents in unusual cases; and clari­ 
fies the penalty provisions.

There were only two j 
ateas of disagreement among those ' 
who opposed and those who favor­ 
ed the plan, and both of these ' 
sections dealt with extending and 
expanding the powers of the Chief 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and 
at the same time reducing the con­ 
trol of the civilian arm of the De­ 
partm ent of Defense. Some oppon­ 
ents went so far as to say it was a 
step in the direction of a “Prus- 
gian-style armed forces general 
S ta ff’, and while this Representa­ 
tive was not as fearful as some, 
hé did say that it was an evidence 
of a “creeping m ilitarism ”, which 
is JK>t good for this country. All 
of the desirable features of the 
^proposed plan could have been 
Hed without opposition if the 
linistration would have ofter- 
the plan without the two ob- 
lonable sections. The plan as 
ited appears to have set a dan- 
precedent.

What Old Age Assistance is 


Judging from the type of ques­ 
tions asked, says Mrs. Ruth Trot­ 
ter. director of the Scott County 
Welfare oflice, there is consider­ 
able misunderstanding in this area 
¡as to just what “Old Age Assist­ 
a n c e ” really is. Many aged persons 
■ have an erroneous idea old age as­ 
sistance is something they are auto­ 
matically entitled to when they 
■ reach a certain age and are unable 
| to take care of themselves. This is 
I not the case, she says. 
Under the state law passed back 
hi 1937 and which is the basis of 
: Missouri’s program for furnishing 
| financial assistance to needy aged 
individuals, each case must be in­ 
vestigated by the designated autho­ 
rity and decided upon its own 
merits. 
The state program, having been 
approved by the Federal Social 
Security Administration, receives 
from the U. S. government a sub­ 
stantial part of the amount paid 
out for assistance to needy persons 
who are 65 years old or more and 
who are proven eligible for such 
assistance under the terms of the 
state law. 
No provision is made for ea r­ 
marking any special tax for pay­ 
ment of old age assistance and the 
state’s share of the cost is taken 
out of the general revenue fund. 
It is the intent of the state law to 
provide, as nearly as possible, an 
amount of money, which with his 
other resources will provide the 
recipient with a reasonable sub- 
sistance compatible with decency 
and health. 
Examine Each Case 
Each county welfare agency is 
required under the law to care­ 
fully examine each case and take 
into consideration the applicant’s 
earning capacity, if any; income 
and 
resources, 
from 
whatever 
source received.

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Farmers now are giving their

Much attention has been given 
to modern terrace-building with 
the moldboard plow by field men 
of the Soil Conservation Service.

Let Specialist Set Stakes. 


Any make of tractor plow may 
be used, but it should have plenty 
of clearance between the bottoms 
and below the beams, because of 
the large bulk of soil being moved 
as the terrace nears completion.

Terracing a 5 per cent slope, 
starting with a 9-foot island and 
using a plow with two 14-inch 
bottoms, is shown round-by-round 
in the drawing at left.
